A SET-BACK. 

keceNT events in the Russian Duma can hardly be considered very 
encouraging. The great concentration of parties which is known as the 
Progressive bloc has been looked to with steady hope by our coreligionisfS. 
The programme of the group, with its insistence on the banishment of race 
hatred, was good ground for that optimism, and the Russian Jews based 
ther more or less sanguine views of the future largely upon this policy. 
Recently the test of the bloc's sincerity was applied, and at this touch of 
real'y the whole edifice of dreams collapsed. Attention has already been 
called in this paper. to the statements circulated in Russia charging 
the Jews’ with treason. One of the Jewish deputies—M. BomasH— 
introduced an interpellation upon this action. Here, if ever, was a 


case in which a progtamme of racial reconciliation could be brought 


into operation, But the majority of the bloc appear to have 
run away without hesitation: from their professed policy. 
rel.ced the Jews tiieir support, and the interpellation had to be 
- withdrawn. This is, to put it mildly, a severe disappointment, 
and none the less severe, coming, as it does, on the eve of the 
Riuscan Deputies’ visit to this’ country. It is disquieting that, 
at o moment when between four-and five hundred thousand Jews 
are ‘ghting in the Russian ranks, the Duma or some of its members 
eho. d actin this manner. It is true that the Minister of Finance, M. 
P -influenced, perhaps, by his recent visit to this country—revoked 
the «.reular which was issued by his department, while the Government 


were stated by another of the officials to have repeatedly ordered their 


‘nates to prevent pogroms. But ‘surely this is all the more reason 
wy those responsible should be brought to book anda recurrence of this 
; ' thing ._prevented in the future. We cannot understand this shift- 
ivy ard contradictory policy on the part of the Progressive bloc. But we 
do .now how heart-breaking it is to those who are earnestly striving 
to cerpen the harmony of the peoples of the Allies, and how deplorable 
mot be its effect upon all who are listening with strained ears for the 
tes of the triumph of liberty in Russia. |

ONCE again the writer—or compiler—of the article in the Tuvies, 
headed “ Through German Eyes,” gives free expression to the peculiar 
obsession regarding Jews and the Press which seems to have taken 
In last Friday’s Times, he bettered his own secord, 
by giving the adjective “‘ Jewish’ the glory of incorporation in a special 
sub-head, which read: ‘' The Jewish Press and Russia.” The paragraph 
that followed quoted some vapourings from the Neue Freie Presse which 
were at once nailed to the counter as Jewish.” Then comes a new sentence 
in which the reader is told how “ the Jewish organ’ abuses British public 
men, like Sir EDWARD GREY and Sir AR#HUR NICOLSON, until at last the 
writer switches off his attention to the German Press proper—or improper, 


If this had been the only occasion on which the adjective “Jewish” had, 


been dragged in in this ridiculous fashion, we should have dismissed the per- 
formance merely as.one of the aberrations of modern journalism, pardonable 


in so exciting a period asthe present. But the process has become familiar by . 


repetition. What, we are therefore bound to ask, is the object in view? What 


purpose is this practice designed to serve ? Has it any reasoned aim, apart 


from the gratification of some unworthy prejudice? We would not trouble 
to ask these questions were not the Tinzes still the Times, and an institu- 
tion of great repute not only here but abroad. What puzzles us still more 
than the purpose, however, is the logic or the relevancy of these references. 
What is a “ Jewish organ’’? We—and most people, we imagine—would 
describe it as a paper published by Jews for Jews, and devoting itself to 
Jewish interests. But the only element in this definition that the Neue Freie 
Presse conforms to is the fact that it is owned by proprietors who formerly 
were Jews but have long been gathered into the Christian fold. There 
is not, and never has. been, any intention on the part of the paper to 
champion Jewish interests. It is no more a “Jewish organ” than is the 


Daily Telegraph in London, the chief proprietor of which had Jewish 
paternal parentage. Indeed, by parity. of reasoning, it would be just as ~ 


accurate to call the Government of our ally, Italy, a ‘ Jewish Government” 
because its Foreign Minister, Baron SONNINO, is of Jewish extraction, as to 
denounce the Neue Freie Presse as a Jewish organ because its proprietors 
are of Jewish origin. Where then is the logic of the. Times procedure ? 
Where is its dignity? And where is the writer's regard for Jewish 
fellow-citizens and that prime interest of all the Allies—the unshakable 
unity of all His Majesty’s subjects in the prosecution of a sacred® task that 
strains to the utmost their common resources ?

On leaving the University in 1913 he was appointed to the post of 
Modern Language Master at Battersea Grammar School, where the time table 
was arranged in accordance with his stipulation for absence on Saturday. On 
the outbreak of War he joined the University and Public School Corps as a 
private, and in January, 1915, obtained a commission in the 13th W orcesters, 
being afterwards trans‘erred to another battalion; He was sent to Gallipoli last 


September, and took part btth in the Suvla Bay and Cape Helles evacuation. 


After a short rest in Egypt he was despatched to Mesopotamia. Lieut. Polack 
was twenty-five years of age, and was the eldest of three brothers, all of whom 
joined the Army on the outbreak of hostilities.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH GHRONICLE 
WITH MR. LAWRENCE G. BOWMAN, M.A., B.Sc. 


O institution among us has of late been so much in the public eye 
as the alma mater of so many thousands of the Ghetto’s 
children—the good old Jews’ Free School. What “Old Boy” 
has not throbbed with emotion and pride at the record number 
of 580 “Old Boys” serving with His Majesty's Forces. They 

have given their best and their blood for this country, which has given them 

, equal opportunities of education with 

those of their other  fellow-citizens. 

This is only as it should be. For them 

the immortal lines of Browning havea 

truer meaning, 


‘Here and here has England helped me,- 

How can I help England, say ?”’ 
On the fair fields of -Flanders, in the 
luscious vineyards of France, on the 
parched cliffs of rocky Gallipoli, in the 
arid deserts of Mesopotamia, on the 
crazy, scraggy heights of the broken 
Balkans, and on the waters of every 
sea, above and below, somewhere—an 
“Old Free School Boy” been 
laid to his eternal rest. 

And in the Ghetto strange tales of 
strange doings flutter round. Naive 
narratives of humbleheroisms unrecorded 
pass down, as anoble tradition, for-the

| generation of scholars yet to come. 

The little boys and girls at home are also “doing their bit.” Their 

hearts melt with pity for the war-sufferers in collections of pennies, half- 

pennies, and farthings. And whois the chief master in this pageant of 

patriotism ? Why, none other than that capable educationalist and 
organiser, the ’ Head’’,of the School, Mr. Lawrence Bowman. 

With the object of acquiring some“ inner knowledge” of what the school is 
.doing for the wa’, our representative called on him the other day for an interview 
for the JEWISH CHRONICLE. He found him busily engaged like a general in his 
tent, who is unseen by his huge army, directing the “ vast operations” of this 
colossal institution by means of the handy phone. After giving bis instructions 
to some of his subordinate officers, he confidently whispered, *‘ Keady !” 

What has the Jews’ Free School done in the war ? 

“Well, I think we can point with pride to two considerable achievements. 
viz. (1) an enlistment for the Army ; (2) in contributions towards the War Funds,

‘As our ever-lengthening Roll of Honour testifies, nearly six hundred ‘Old 
Boys '—and some young ones, too, whom the war has turned prematurely ‘ old '— 
readily and cheerfully joined the King’s forces for the protection of their country 
before the Military Service Act came into operation. And there must be some 
hundreds more, whose names, for several reasons, have not reached me. Someare 
shy of publicity, a few, I am sorry to say, wish to hide their origin, and others 
simply forget to notify me—a species of Schlemielkeit. : 

PERHAPS, A THOUSAND SERVING. 

“Still, taking the number that is definitely known to me, I think the Jews’ 
Free School has something to be proud of. This has been the subject of 
commendation by the Jewish public and Press, and is a lasting testimony to the 

* patriotism which the school has instilled in its pupils. When, if ever, the full 


roll is known it will be no surprise if it be found that a thousand Free School 
Boys have risked and sacrificed their lives in their country's cause.” 

We then adjourned tothe “Cohen” Hall, where the walls were adorned by 
the Roll of Honour, which has been painted by the school boys themselves, and 
which Mr. Leopold de Rothschild recently eiled. — ;

Jewish Association have pleaded one against the other against adopting the 
full control over the Committee which any parent body ought to exercise. If 
it was the right thing to amalgamate into one Committee the foreign 
affairs work of both bodies, then both bodies should have been 
themselves amalgamated. As a. matter of fact, the Board did not 
originally contemplate the undertaking of Jewish foreign affairs. It 
did so only through the. somewhat imperious will of a former President ; 
and now it would, perhaps, be diffieult to draw a clear-cut line between 
affairs that are home matters and affairs that are foreign as affecting 
either Anglo-Jewry or Jewry at large. An  Anglo-Jewish Board of 
Deputies is conceivable with no small saving of time and labour 
which are more important than money. Be this as it may, the practice, 
which has become stereotyped, of communicating the reports of the Con- 
joint to the Board as “Confidential,” is an absurd piece of childishness 
which the new Board, it is to be hoped, will not tolerate. To call a com- 
munication made toa meeting of sixty or seventy people “ confidential ” is 
ridiculous upon the face of it. ‘It may invest the communication with a 
sort of bloated importance, derived from an air of mystery, to call it “ con- 
fidential,” but that is not the object of those who indulge in this nursery 
game. It is in order to prevent comment and criticism in the 
Press) not upon ‘Confidential’? matters, for such matters in 
reality. are never communicated, but upon the work of the Conjoint 
Committee. There is thus set up an estrangement, a misunderstanding 
between the Press and the great public it represents, on the one hand, 
and the Board and the Conjoint Committee on the other. But this 
device for preventing the Press from performing its rightful function, so far 
as the Conjoint Commiitee is concerned, arises from an absolutely antiquated 
perverted and erroneons view of and attitude towards the Press and its 
true value in guiding and eliciting public opinion. If the new Board is 
elected in the spirit which I have tried to adumbrate, this silly make-believe 
of pretending that communications made to a meeting of the Board can in 
any sense of the word be “ Confidential,” or that what it is proper to com- 
municate to the Board it is not proper—if of sufficient importance—to be 
recorded in the Press, is mere transparent humbug. The present system ts 
due to an unworthy device, conceived for.the purpose of bemusing the 
Board on the one hand and depriving the public. on the other of what ts 
rizhtfully due to it. The work of the Con‘oint Committee is done not in 
behalf of that Committee nor of course of the individuals, however eminent 
some of them may be. who comprise it. It is not, again, done in behalt of 
the Board or of the Anglo- Jewish Association. or of both thase bodies. It is 
done in behalf of the whole community, and the whole community is entitled 
to know, at least, everything communicated to its representatives about 
the Committee's activities in its name and with its implied assent. 


DO not employ language of exaggeration. hyperbole. or panic when | 


say that the elections to the Board of Deputies that are to take place 


in a week or two are of supreme and vital import. Events that are 
‘crowding upon us and which the merest tyro in Jewish affairs must 
have sufficient prevision to recognise, happenings that are. not likely 
to be long delayed, will be a challenge to the spirit, the virility, the 
capacity of Jewry in general and Anglo-Jewry in particular. I do not 
refer. merely to the agitation for obtaining so-called “ Jewish Rights” for cer- 
tain foreign’ Jews. Important as this is, it is merely a circumstance in the 
general trend of Jewish affairs. The challenge may come much sooner 
than some of us, who imagine that business will be as usual at the end of 
the War with Jewry, realise. It will test the very marrow and mettle of 
our people and will be directed particularly at those of them who inhabit 
these “islands of the Northern Seas.” The future destinies of our people 
may be bound up with. the manner in which we stand to that 
challenge; but assuredly will the future destinies, the liberty, the 
freedom, the well-being, the very social position and political standing 
of Anglo-Jewry. Nor will any Jew, however eminent, however humble, be 
able to escape the challenge and the test, however “ unattached ” 
may be the attitude towards his fellow-Jews which he may assume, or 
‘however “ uninterested’ he may declare-himself. Pari passu, all of us— 
mark my words—all of us, will be affected. There can be no staéus quo 
ante bellum for our community. Events that are gathering forbid any 
such a possibility. With such issues looming before us, it is our bounden 
duty to see to. it that the Board of Deputies, the instrument. the mearis 
whereby .the Jewish democracy of this country can satisfy the challenge 
and the test—and the trial—which events are preparing for it, should be a 
body worthy of the task, and prepared to act in a manner consistent with, 
the responsibilities that it will be called upon to meet.

‘BRITISH JEWS AND RUSSIA: | 
THE Views oF M. Ecororr (oF THE “NOVOE VREMYA.’) 


From Mr. PERCY COHEN, 25, Princelet Street, E. [To THE Eprror.] 


_ Str,—Readers of the JEwisH CHRONICLE may remember that M. E. A. 
Egoroff, Foreign Editor of the Novoe Vremya, Petrograd, who visited these 
shores with a party of Russian journalists, contributed a rather aggressive article 


to the Times onthe subject of the Anglo-Russian Alliance. In that article he 
wrote :— 


{ have frequently heard it stated that a political union with Great. Britain 
must necessarily influence the current of internal politics in Russia. . « I wil say 
quite frankly that any hint on the part of my English friends of interference in this 
question of our domestic concern would meet with a vigorous response. ¥ 
Russia and France continued to develop according to their respective laws; neither one 
people nor the other made any attempt to influence the home policy of the other. 


| Therein lies.one of the essential conditions which have promoted the growth of Franco- 


Russian friendship. Let us be friends and Allies. But let each of us remain 
himself, if we wish to develop our friendship and Alliance in the future, 


I recently ha@ an opportunity of discussing. that article with M. Egoroff, 


whom I saw at the Savoy Hotel a few hours before he left for Petrograi, and [ - 


have his permission to reproduce his views. The implication of the article was 
not hidden: M. Egorofi had in mind the Russo-Jewish question. He insisted on 
a friendly discussion, and, nothing loth, I endeavoured to put before him some 
definite propositions from the Jewish standpoint, as a set-off to his generalisations 
on the ethics of Alliances. The first proposition we discussed was: ‘‘ That the 
Anglo-Russian Alliance should encourage a policy of identical treatment of the 
Jewish subjects of both countries.” 3 

M. Egoroff placed emphasis on the different circumstances of the two countries. 
‘The Jewish question,” he said, “ has nothing to do with foreign politics. It is 
more complicated than you think. The crv of it is the education question, 
There is no Opportunity in Russia to give education toeverybody. Ofapopulation 
of 160,000,000, only 20,C00,000 live in the cities, and 140,000,000 belong to the 
peasant class. There is no possibility of sending the children of this enormous 
peasant class to high schools. That is what I mean when I say that the internal 
conditions of Russia cannot be compared for a moment with the conditions pre- 
yailing is country. As a matter of fact, the circumstances are reversed. 
Since we-cannot properly educate millions of our own children, it is impossible to 
give equal rishts or preference to Jewish children. If equal rights were giyen 
Jews would be able to occupy positions connected with the control of education’ 
and the professions would eventually be unequally represented as between native’ 
and Jews. I stand for real equality. I do not want to expel the son of a Kussian 
peasant from school because he happens to be slow and to give his place toa 
German or Jewish child because he is shrewder.” 

I suggested that where the education of children was concerned,.the fact of 
oxigin or religion should be put‘on one side: *‘ Naturally you would think that. 
It is a question of point of view. We cannot think your way in Russia, owing to 
the circumstances I have explained.” 

The position comes to this: Since all children cannot receive the benefits of 
higher education or any proper sort of education in Russia, Jewish childre.u are 
side-tracked because of their origin. It may be noted that, in expressing his fears 
of educational equality, M. Egoroff pays an unconscious tribute to Jewish 
mentality. 

The conversation then turned to the more general subject of liberty and 
M. Egoroff said: ‘' People have different conceptions of the meaning of 
liberty and equality. Liberty is an abstract idea. When liberty is connected 
with demagogism it is worthless. Liberty must be connected with ideas of 
fraternity, and if you are going to have real equality there must be limits to 
liberty, America denounced the Treaty of Commerce with us on the ground 
that American subjects of Jewish origin were not. allowed to travel freely in Russia. 
Now take particular note of this. America advocates equal rights, yet Mussul- 
mans or Indians are not allowed to enter the United States freely. In Russia 
there are 26,000,000 Mussulmans. You see the inconsistency of America? 
Equal rights must be limited by high national interests.” 7 7 

I got him«to agree, rather reluctantly I thought, however, to this proposi- 
tion: “That any concessions to Russo-Polish Jews in the wa} of removal of their 
civil and political disabilities would strengthen the foundations of an alliance 
which has been sealed even in the blood of both British and Russian Jews,” 

Bearing on this, Idrew M. Egoroff’'s attention to a statement recently made 


ina letter to the British Press by M. Vladimir Nabokoff, Editor of the Retch, 


Petrograd, which is as follows: ““Complete independence of each State in its 
internal affairs is, of course,:a truism, but it must be recognised that an intimate 
rapprochement necessarily leads! to mutual influence, intellectual, moral, even 


| gesthetic:” 


He was exceedingly chary of discussing this statem2nt of his colleague. “ We 
are friends in England, of course. But in Russia we are political enemies. I 
will say this, however, about M. Nabokoff's expression of opinion. International 
relations are higher than any question of internal conditions. I agree that at 
times you cannot avoid international relations affecting internal conditions; ‘but 
Alliances are not made to change internal conditions.’’ | 

The third proposition I put before him was: ‘ That active advocacy of the 
rights of Russo-Polish Jews by Jews in this country—an advocacy which con- 
stantly takes note of the manifold sacrifices of Jews in the Russian cause—cannot 
be antagonistic to the spirit of the Anglo-Russian Alliance.” 

“If you propagate the idea of equal rights,” M. Egoroff replied, “ well and 
good. Butif you agitate against Russia, that is another story. Kussian Jews 
will certainly not benefit. I agree with you that if the situation of Jews in 
Russia undergoes a change, the Alliance will be strengthened ; but you will never 
bring that about by agitation against our country. When you begin by agitating 
that every international question begins with the Jewish question, you are 
certainly wrong. The Jewish question is a subsidiary matter. International 
politics, I repeat, have nothing to do with. it.” 

M. Egoroff then entertained me to a little tirade against the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. “Ihave marked copies of the JEWISH CHRONICLE sent to me 
containing articles attacking Russia. It is very painful this agitation against 
Russia.” | 

I took up the cudgels on your behalf, and told him that the JewisH
